Water Authority  
A Message From the Hulmeville Municipal Authority 

 

Spring is here! Melting snow, April showers, muddy foyers. And that means one thing: water! Water 
ponding in your yard and getting into your basement. If that water is not handled properly, it can get into 
the sanitary sewer system and means trouble. Right here in Hulmeville City...  
 

All of that extra water in the ground and a rising water table can create infiltration into your basement. 
This will give your sump pump plenty to do. Be sure that your sump pump is not sending water into a work 
sink, basin or in any other way draining into your sanitary sewer system. Extra water in the sanitary sewer 
system translates into higher costs to the Borough which in turn becomes higher sewer rates for you. 
Sump Pumps should be discharged over a permeable surface, and not into the storm sewer. 
 

Another way that water can find its way into the sewer system is through your sewer lateral line. Your 
lateral line should have at least one vent, sometimes called a clean out trap. This feature allows for a less 
intrusive access to your sewer lateral in case of a clog or repair. Any vents should be above the grade of the 
surrounding ground and be capped. Uncapped vents allow extra water into the sanitary sewer system. 
Uncapped vents that are at or below grade allow a tremendous amount of water to infiltrate the sewer 
system, especially if they are in an area that tends to have ponding water during high rain events. All this 
extra water means – you guessed it – higher costs to the Borough and higher sewer bills for you. 
 

Finally, cracks or breaches in your underground sanitary sewer lateral can allow subterranean water to be 
forced into the line and then into the main sewer. The Municipal Authority is constantly monitoring and 
making repairs to both the sewer and water systems in the Borough in order to keep the costs for these 
services as low as possible to customers. However, inspection and maintenance of the lateral lines is the 
responsibility of the individual homeowner or business.  
 

If you have any questions or concerns about how to deal with extra water in your house or system (sump 
pumps, leaks) or how to find or properly cap any vents, please contact the Hulmeville Municipal Authority 
at k.ludwig@hulmeville-pa.gov or 215-757-6531 x2.
